When Mr. Wiman paints the 
bright, prosperous future in 
store for Canadian farmers when 
reciprocal free trade with the 
United States will have been 
brought about ; when he sympa- 
thizes with our farmers over 
their deplorable condition as 
compared with that of farmers 
in the United States ; and when 
the Liberals of Canada use the 
same line of argument and urge 
the Canadian farmer to take on 
himself the same burdens as 
are “enjoyed” by their class 
south of the international boun- 
dary, they are at pains to con- 
ceal such facts as those we are a- 
bout to give. Thuse are embodied 
in aspeech recently delivered by 
President L. L. Polk, represent- 
ing certain agricultural interests 
in the United States, before the 
U. 8, Senate Committee on Agri- 
culture and Forestry, and are 
sufficiently startling to attract 
the attention of all Canadian 
farmers. He described the con- 
dition of Mr.Wiman’s prospevous 
American farmers in the follow- 
ing terms :— 

“In 1850 the farmers of the 
United States owned 70 per 
cent ot the total wealth of the 
country; in 1850, about one 
half; in 1880, one-third ; and in 
1889, a fraction less than one-

A defence of the 
judge was in order and has appear- 
ed in the press, and it may be that 
His Hon<r is not greatly to blame. 
All the same, the subject will be 
thoroughly ventilated and public 
attention will be fixed upon an evil | 
of long standing, ameunting in the 
case of some judges to an absolute 
denial of justice, 


in explanation of the accusation 
brought against the Nova Scotia 
judge the following statement is | 
given to the newspapers :— 


“It appears that one of the rules | 
of the Nova Scotia Judicature Act | 
provides that the presiding judge 
may reserve for 6() days the giving 
of his decision, It may ofien be 
difficult, if not impossible, for the 
judge to arrive at a satisfactory 
conclusion within that time, and as 
a matter of fact the rule is nearly 
as often honored in the breach as in | 
the observance. The charge against 
the chief justice arises wholly out 
ofadelay of this character and is | 
not generally considered to be a 
matter celling for parliamentary 
interference. No public man in 
Canada, whatever his polities may | 
be, who is acquainted with the chief 
justice but scorns the idea of any 
improper action on lis part.” 


We do not believe there is & dis- 
position in any quarter to cl 
the judge in question, or for that 
matter any other 
in Canada, with improper conduct, 
but there must be in the memory of 
hundreds of Canadian suitors scat-

made ten or twelve years ago. In 1879 


they invited a number of delegates rop- 
resenting tenant farmers in the United 
Kingdom, to visit the Dominion, examine 
its resources, and report on its suitability 
asa field for British settlement. The 
great progress since made by Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories is toler - 
ably well known, but with a view to af- 
ford English agriculturalists and others 
an opportunity of investigating the 
developments of the past docade the 
Canadian Minister of Ayriculture has de- 
cided to invite six practical agriculturists 
to visit the great Northwest this autumn, 
under the conditions mentioned in Mr, 
Dyke's letter. The reports of these 
gentlemen will bo awaited with much 
interest by many English people who 
have friends settled in the territories 
and by capitalists and others concerned 
in the welfare of this nearest of British 
colonies." 

The following is a copy of Mr. Dyke's 
letter, referred to by the Courier .— 

“ Sirn,—T have been instructed by Sir 
Charles Tupper, the High Commissioner 
for Canada, to ask permission to state 
in your column that he has been request- 
ed by the Minister of Agriculture for 
the Dominion to arrange for a number of 
tenant farmers’ delegates to proceed to 
Canada, as early as possible, with a view 
of preparing a short report on the agri- 
cultural resources of the yarious prov- 
inces of the Dominion. It is proposed 
that one should be selected to represent 
the North and Midlands, and one from 
Wales, the latter to be able to speak 
and write in ti. Welsh language. I 
shall be prepared to receive applications 
from persons desiring to take advantage 
of the inyitation. The letters should 
contain the following particulars :-—Age 
of applicant, extent of land farmed, and 
the earliest date at which the applicant 
could leave. Those applications will re- 
ceive the preference which are support- 
ed by a number of farmers living im the 
district. 

The Canadian Government will pro- 
vide travelling facilities to and from the 
Dominion and on the railways in Can- 
ada, as well as a reasonable sum for 
travelling expenses, On the return of

Canadian Cattle in England 
(Canadian Gazette, London, Aug. 7.) 

Arrivals of Canadian stock during the 
past ten days have been heayy, compris - 
ing large assortments of store cattle and 
dairy cows as wellas fat. Owing tothe 
holiday character of this week trade has 
been somewhat irregalar, and the general 
tendency has been towards lower prices 
for fat stock, At London, on Monday, 
the supply of Canadians consisted of 270 
cattle and 1,800 sheep ; trade for the for- 
mer was very sluggish at prices to equal 
614d., only a very few beasts touching 
6igd, For sheep we quote 7. to 74d. 
A small consignment of stores, chiefly 
two-year-olds, ave reported to have been 
sold at £11,103. At Liverpool over 1,300 
cattle, and nearly 2,800 sheep, were shown 
on Monday. A large proportion of the 
cattle were taken for store purposes, for 
which, to use the words employed bya 
leading firm of Irish cattle salesmen, they 
are ‘eminently suitable." The attend- 
ance of country dealers was pretty good, 
but no very active competition can be 
reported, although at the finish a clear- 
ance was effected. Quotations are on a 
par with those current in the metropoli- 
ten market. Among the cattle landed 
ex Oregon on Monday afternoon were a 
number of North Western stockers from 
the Oxley (New) Ranch Co., which we 
understand will be taken in hand by the 
Earl of Lathom and Mr. Staveley Hill, Q.

The old and the new Leases Compared. 

The old lease wae for 21 years; the 
new cne for 42 years. 

Under the old lease, holders wero tor- 
hidden to sub-let without permission of 
the Minister of the Interior. The word 
“sub let’ is dropped in the now lease, 
but as the holders are forbidden to trans- 
fer or essign any part of their premises 
for any part of the term. without permis: 
sion, their position in this regard is in 
no way improved. 

No one can carry on the business of 
druggist, hotel keeper or saloon keeper, 
or permit any building to be used aga 
slaughter louse, butcher's shop or fish 
stall, without a licence from the Minister 
of the Interior. 

A clause provides that for any, even 
the slightest, infraction of the terms of 
the lease, the Government may resume 
possession, without notice to tie lessee, 
and without recourse at faw. 

A clause requircs that horses in uso or 
attached to any vehicle shall not be 
allowed to stand without being tied or in 
charge of some ‘* grown ’' person; but 
as the hitching posts are not available, 
horses are required to stand in the mid- 
dle of the street, and ladies mast step 
from their carriages into the mud or dirt 
of the street, asthe case may be, when 
they go shopping. A clause also provides 
that ‘‘no person shall ride or drive 
across or on any sidewalks, bouleyard, 
vacant lot or common within the park 
without the written permission of the 
supecintendent.’’ itching posts have 
been :et up at the sidewalks, but as teams 
are not permitted to reach the sidewalks 
under this clause, these are useless. 

We hear that many of the resi- 
dents have resolved not to accept the 
lease with such conditions, 

There ia no law yet on the statute 
books to compel people to live at Banff, 
and the wonder is that, with euch res- 
trictions on their liberty of action, any 
one does liye there.
